Pool dug, colors picked 
for CPN Wellness Center 

The pool has been dug and the color scheme chosen for the Citizen 
Potawatomi Nation's newest project, a Wellness Center. 

The center is being built just south of the tribe's health center at 2307 
Gordon Cooper Drive. Wellness Center director Joyce Abel, RN, said the 
facility will serve tribal elders both with meal and fitness programs, as well 
as health and fitness needs of the other tribal members and the entire 
community. The center will be open to the public. 

An Indian Community Development Block Grant from the U.S. Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development is funding the project, which could be 
open by early fall. It will house a nutrition program, kitchen, physical fitness 
workout area including free weights, universal exercise equipment, aerobics, 
a physical therapy pool, saunas and extended services, such as health 
counseling and physical therapy for rehabilitation as well as health promotion 
and disease prevention. 

About 13,000 square feet will be devoted to the Wellness Center, Abel said, 
with the rest planned for the senior nutrition program. Abel and project 
director Bill Nuttle worked with Title VI director Denise Lackey, Patterson/ 
Johnson Architects, design technician Tom Treat and other staff to plan the 
facility. Abel praised the tribe's Business Committee, made up of John A. 
'"Rocky" Barrett, Linda Capps, Gene Bruno, Hilton Melot and J.P. Motley, 
"for having the foresight and the initiative to conceive and implement a 
project of this stature."

Powwows are the most public events of Indian life in 
Oklahoma, and visitors are welcome. Here are some 
suggestions to help you enjoy the powwow: 

- Bring a lawn chair. If you plan to sit in the bleacher seating, 
bring a blanket. 

- Be careful not to sit on the benches of the inner circle. These 
are reserved for dancers. 

- Other things you may want to bring: sunscreen, bug spray, 
ice chest with snacks and an umbrella. 

- Please remember that no alcohol is allowed. 

- Dress conservatively to show respect. 

- Dance only when invited, but do join in if you are invited to 
join a social dance. 

Ask permission before taking pictures. Photos may be 
prohibited during contest dancing. 

- Respect feathers and regalia. In the arena do not pick up any 
fallen feathers. This is the duty of the Arena Director. 

- As in any social gathering, good manners will enhance the| 
enjoyment of all. Most Indian people are ready to answer, 
polite questions.

It won't be long until Heritage Festival 
time! This year promises to be the most 
fun ever! For those of you who have not 
come to the Heritage Festival, it is three 
days of celebration of tribe and family. 
Since our entire tribe of nearly 26,000 is 
descended from some 40 families, we 
hold a family reunion for eight of them 
each year. That way, each of our founding 
families gets to meet every five years. 
We furnish a special tent for each family 
with maps of their original allotments, 
all the history we can find, and have a 
special song for their dance on Saturday 
night. Each family selects a member to 
honor by having them lead their family 
into the dance circle on Saturday night. 
After they go around once, the other 
seven families come into the circle to 
dance with them and honor them. Each 
of the eight families honor each other by 
dancing together, and then all of us join 
in. It is a great moment that we have 
come to look forward to each year. Don't 
miss it. It is the heart of the celebration of 
our culture and history and a wonderful 
way to meet some new kinfolks! 

As always, we will offer food at no 
cost for each meal for the three days — 
all you can eat as often as you want. 
There will be special events going on 
several times each day. The schedule is 
printed in this HowNiKan. I will be 
hosting the Citizen Potawatomi 
Handgame again this year, with lots of 
cash prizes. I look forward to seeing all 
of you. This is a very special occasion for 
our tribe and we put aside our differences 
and just have fun. It is a wonderful 
opportunity for the children to learn 
about their tribe and interact with their 
elders. Any Citizen Potawatomi or those 
related to a Citizen Potawatomi by 
marriage is welcome. Our tribal 
employees are also invited to attend so 
you can meet them and find out what a 
great group of people you have serving 
your tribal government. 

Since we are feeding everyone and 
providing so many opportunities for 
prizes, we ask that you limit your guests 
to those who are related to you by blood 
or marriage. It will be a great time that 
you will remember foryears to come. If 
you plan to enter one of the events, let 
the folks know when you register. 

Plan to attend the General Council 
Meeting on Saturday afternoon. Once 
again we are holding it in the bingo hall 
because of the need for more seating 


room. There will be a presentation of the 
financial reports and annual reports 
about tribal activities. This is your 
meeting so special effort will be made to 
make it pleasant and orderly. The polls 
will be open at the Long Room for the 
tribal election from 7 a.m. until just before 
the General Council Meeting. Be sure to 
vote if you did not vote by absentee 
ballot. If you received your absentee 
ballot but did not mail it back, you can 
bring it to the polls and put it in the ballot 
box instead of taking the chance that the 
mails will be late in getting it to the post 
office box in time. 

Please examine the draft of the new 
Constitution I put in the last paper. We 
recently received some excellent 
suggestions for changes and will put 
them in the next draft publication. This 
constitutional form truly is a fair way to 
balance the need for the recognition and 
representation of the Regional Councils 
and still weight the legislature towards 
proximity with the tribal territory in 
Oklahoma. Please urge Gene Bruno, 
Hilton Melot, and J.P. Motley to allow it 
to go to a vote of our people so it can be 
submitted to the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
for approval and ratification by a 
Secretarial Election. 

The ideas contained in the new 
Constitution draft have been presented 
to the Regional Councils for years, 
virtually at every meeting. The proposed 
Constitutional concepts have been 
discussed in the HowNiKan in this 
column for many years. These are not 
new ideas. It is the goal of Vice-Chairman 
Capps and myself over this last three 
years of my final term in office to 
accomplish the vitally needed changes 
in our Constitution that are proposed. 
Please get involved. Our future progress 
as a government is at stake. 

Be sure to check out the progress our 
tribe is making and has made over the 
last year. We have begun construction of 
the new $1 ,200,000 Wellness Center south 
of the clinic. It will house the elders' 


activities and provide all of our local 
members a facility to improve their health 
through exercise and education. We are 
also going to start the new Citizen 
Potawatomi Nation Cultural and 
Tourism building to be built where the 
old museum and Long Room buildings 
are now located. This building will cost 
$1,500,000 and will have a new museum 
and gift shop, plus a 750 seat meeting 
room. Both of these buildings are 


primarily funded through Community 
Development Block Grants from the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. In addition to these new 
buildings we will start construction in 
the next three months on the new 
expanded day care center. We have 
$l,100,000budgeted for this construction. 
It will allow us to serve up to 400 children. 
This is a memorable period for our tribe 
and one we can look back on with pride. 

There are only a few days left to 
request ballots for the election. Please 
send in your request for ballot forms 
todai/ l Thank you for your many letters 
and e-mails of support.
